oi Immigration has begun again. Miss Grace AD- 
bott, formerly secretary of the Immigrants’ Protec- 
tive league, now of the immigration commission, 
says trains are bringing aliens at a rate approach- 
ing that. maintained before the war. 

On this fact Miss Abbott makes a very timely 

remark: “The state is sure to have new problems 
and new aspects of the old problems to deal with 
as a result of the renewed influx. The people who 
are now afriving come from suffering and dev- 
astated regions of Europe, and will no doubt bear 
the impress of what they have endured during the 
last six years.” 
_ Miss Abbott might go further. The people whom 
we are admitting bear not only the impress of the 
last six years, but the impress of centuries. The 
last six years have left their mark, no doubt, but 
# is of less importance than the effects of condi- 
tions endured for generations. 

In plain English, we mean that the renewed 
influx is from regions in Europe where political 
and social and economic conditions are almost as 
remote from our own as can be found anywhere. 
The men and women who are coming to us are 
not only entirely ignorant of our history and of the 
spirit of our society and institutions, but they have 
conceptions of progress, of politics, of social organ- 

‘ization widely different and even opposed to our 
own, 

An immigrant escaping from the epwers ‘of op- 
pression and hardship familiar in eastern Europe 
brings with him the spirit, the attitude, the ideas 
developed by the situation which he has left’ and 


or to criticize intelligently what he finds in this 
country. He brings a ready made revolt, a ready 


He does not give American jnsti- 
tutions a fair trial and cannot, because he does 
not possess the knowledge or the habits essential 
to making proper use of these institutions. 

Radicalism in America is not American in its 
conception any more than it is in its phraseology. 
Its jargon belongs to Europe and Europe's organ- 
ization, just as its theories do. Its remedies were 
devised for European ills by European doctors 
and they are prescribed chiefly. by European mind- 
ed theorists in America. 

If the American experiment is to be given a fair 
trial, if American ideas and institutions are to be 
preserved or are to be modified on lines evolved 
from American conditions by American minds, 
they must be protected from a further inundation 
of foreign influences, and especially from influences 


formed in the darkness and backwardness of east- 


ern Europe. It is significant that violent radical- | 


ism flourishes among the newcomers from these 
regions. They are unassimilated to our life and 
rebellious agdinst it, because they do not know how 
‘o prosper or protect themselves under American 

It is vital to and concietont American 
progress that we shall not admit great masses of 
these peoples. There is a pressure to do so on 
economic grounds, on the theory that we must. 
argument is  short- 
sighted, Our social and political integrity are the 
first considerations, infinitely more important than 


the fallacious profits of accelerated business. 


American industry had better be retarded for a 
generation than America lost for alt time. 

Alien sentiment and solidarity are powerful) in 
politics. They will have the aid of such business 
interests as foolishly prefer a temporary money 
profit to the security of American principles. If 
American opinion is not organized for the protec- 


‘tion of American integrity, the tide of immigration 


will sweep it away. ' 
‘DIAGNOSING EUROPE’S ILLNESS. 
“ Is Burope dying?” 
Sir Philip Gibbs dsks the inten. and answers 
it with the assertion that “no man, unless he is 


. blind or drunk with optimism, can deny that Eu- 


rope at the present time is very sick.” 

We agree with that statement, but we disagree 
with his diagnosis of the case and the nature of the 
remedy which he prescribes. Philip Gibbs as a war 
correspondent was one of the most famous, if not 
the most famous, developed in the years of the con- 
filet. He was in constant personal contact with 
the dangers, the horrors, the errors, the heroism, 
the idealism, and the achievements of the war. He 
knew both its revolting and its inspiring details. 
He was a man of the highest idealism. When the 

_ Qutcome of the war failed to make his ideals into 
| realities he swung to an extreme of pessimism as 
great as his extreme of idealism. 


It is, we believe, with a mind and heart weighted 


by this pessimism that he writes of the Europe of 
today as suffering great agonies if not actually 
upon its deathbed. The spiritual sickness of the 
patient outweighs the physical in his diagnosis. 

He fails to comment upon the wonderful revival of 
Belgian industry and agriculture, the restoration 
of homes, farms, and factories in northern France, 
the hopeful struggle of Germany for return to 
economic efficiency and political stability, the suc- 
cessful efforts of England to regain a firm footing 
in the world.

CHINCH BUG 


BY FRAN: RIDGWAY. 

Community organizations of farmers 
are needed to fight the chinch bug. Ili- 
nois farmprs lost thousands of dollars} 
this summer because of this pest. En- 
tire flelds of corn and other crops 
were destroyed in the southern part of 
this state a few weeks . .Other 
states in the east and south have suf- 
fered heavy losses this season rem 
this parasite. 
The pest can be checked within the 
next few months if every community 
will organize and see that the hiber- 
nating places were destroyed on every 
farm in infested districts. The adult 
chinch bugs have about completed 
their season’s work and are now search- 
ing ‘for a good dry place for the win- 
ter. They can withstand low tempera- 
‘if protected from sudden 
changes in the weather and rains and 
snows. Clumps of grass, shocks of 
corn, leaves, and similar places make 
an ideal home for the chinch bug. Such 
headquarters should be burned or re- 
proved the field.
